Hough E xperiences of the Four Escaped

low ing story of th e experiences of him self 
and com rades after leaving th e prison, as 
published in the Telegraph :

T hey had five dollars in the party, and 
w ith it they bought overalls. 
T hey w alked 
to Ogden, after having stolen a ride of 400 
mile3 on the railroad. 
They ate fruit and 
vegetables at m eal tim es. 
They found 
w ork at Ogden for tw o days. 
T heir story 
of w hat they went through reads like a 
fairy tale, and is no doubt greatly exag­ 
gerated by them . 
T hey suffered greatly 
for food w hile away.

W all has already answered th e letter and 
asked M cA nally to lend him $10. th in k in g 
that he would th u s find out if the m oney 
had really been found. 
This is not one of W illiam W allace’s 
fam ous yarns, as he exhibits the letter and 
envelope, th e latter being postm arked at 
Sacram ento on Septem ber 23.1.

L o n d o n . Septem ber 29:1:.—Jo h n M orlsy 
spoke at St. H elens to-night to a large au.li- 
encs. 
H e gave a graphic account of his 
experiences during tb e recent tour of Ire ­ 
land. 
H e gave instances illu stratin g the 
arbitrary and tyrannical m ethods ot the 
Irish authorities. 
A week ago Jo h n D illon w.-nt to address 
his constituents in E ast Mayo. 
D dlon 
found the platform o f the station 
su r­ 
rounded by tb s police and 'm ilita ry , and 
was told m at if he used illegal language it 
w ould be tbe m agistrate’s duty to disperse 
th e m eeting. 
T his sim ply m eant th a t the m agistrate 
w ould be m e judge as to w hether D illon's 
language was legal or illega'. and in the 
second place—w hat appeared alm ost incred­ 
ible—it m ean: th a t if D illon used language 
th at th e m agistrate considered illegal, it 
was the m agistrate's duty to disperse the 
m eeting w ith baton aud rifle. 
T he Tipperary prosecutions, s s id ^ o rie y , 
had cruelly blighted the hopes Of the 
U nionists and given the lie to th eir rose- 
colored pictures. 
T he proceedings of the 
last fortnight in T ipperary would have the 
inevitable effect of rallying every N ational­ 
ist, lay and clerical, and oDce m ore closing 
N ationalist ranks. 
H e (M orley) had been 
criticised for going to Ireland. 
Balfour 
wouid neither go to Ireland him self nor let 
anyone else go. 
H e (Morley) w ent to T ip ­ 
perary because he felt th at the proceedings 
th ere' m arked the tu rn in g point in the 
great battle, and because he felt th at the 
G overnm ent was going to drive a n ail into 
its own coffin, and he w anted to see the 
first blow of the ham m er. 
W hen he arrived at T ipperary the g ath ­ 
ering of people was few iu num ber and no 
obstruction was offered. 
H e never saw 
such an act of tolly as the attitu d e of the 
authorities. 
Colonel Caddell stated in the 
Court-room th at it was one of th e m ost 
disorderly gatherings be ever witnessed. 
T hree or four E nglish ladies w ho occupied 
front seats in the C ourt-room laughed at 
the absurdity of Caddell’s statem ent. 
It 
had been asserted that he (M orley) and his 
com panions were follow ed to the C ourt­ 
house entrance by an im m ense m ultitude. 
T his he absolutely denied. 
A t no tim e did 
the arm ed m en defending the C ourt-house 
num ber less th an three to one against the 
civilians. 
It was as insignificant 
and 
harm less a crowd as he had ever seen in 
his life. 
The police refused adm ittance to tow ns­ 
m en, and he saw a solicitor flung violently 
from the ga'es and 
assaulted. 
O 'Brien 
w ent out w ith D illon aud H arrison and 
protested against the exclusion of tb e peo­ 
ple. 
T he poiice drew their batons w ithout 
a shadow of provocation, and blood began 
to flow freely. 
H e saw no stones throw n. 
H e would 
undertake to say th at a couple of E nglish 
constables w ould have done everything 
necessary to guard the access to the Court. 
H arrison w ent out to the constables and 
expostulated, bu t the only reply was a blow 
on his head causing the blood to flow. 
H e 
(M orley) saw a constable strike reporter 
K eating a m urderous blow on the m onth, 
draw ing blood and knocking him from the 
w all. 
O utside the gates the police used their 
batons ferociously upon the heads and 
bodies 
of the 
defenseless 
tow nsm en, 
several of w hom were brought in dripping 
w ith blood. 
H e (M orley) w ent to Colonel Caddell and 
told him he ought to open the gates and 
adm it the people. 
Then he w ent in to the 
Court-room , bu t found nobody there ex­ 
cept tw o resident m agistrates áud a few 
reporters. 
After th e gates were opened 
and everybody w ho w ished to enter ad ­ 
m itted the Court room was 
not filled, 
w hile the “ tum ultous” throng, o f w hich 
Colonel Caddell had spoken, was as quiet 
and orderly as if in charch. 
T he rioting was w holly on one side. 
If 
Caddell acted in the first place as he did in 
defeience to his (M orley's) w ishes there 
w ould not have been a tittle of disorder. 
T he w hole thing was a clum sy blunder. 
B ut to com m it a blunder w hen dealing 
w ith arm ed m en was a crim e. 
If B alfour 
produced in th e Com m ons w hat was pu b ­ 
lished as an official version of the affair he 
(M orley) w ould riddle it to pieces in ten 
m inute’s. 
T he resort to batons was a d e­ 
plorable, law less and cow ardly outrage. 
B alfcur's system wa3 responsible for these 
scenes. 
T hrough three and a h alf years B alfour 
defended every act 
of the 
E xecutive; 
through thick and th in , right or wrong, 
B alfour alw ays refused to institute an ef­ 
fective public inquiry. 
He alw ays denied 
the tru th of charges m ade against th e police. 
H e alw ays refused to believe the word of 
an Irish m em ber cf Parliam ent, and thus 
the Irish people have been left w holly at 
th e m ercy of the authorities, w ithout any 
supervision, w ithout help and 
w ithout 
hope. 
No w onder th e Irish people did not re ­ 
spect the law 1 
No w onder they hated the 
G overnm ent w hich inspired such abuse of 
executive force.

ability to point an explanation of the 
course observed by B urcheli, w hich w ould 
be consistent w ith his innocence of dishon­ 
est purposes. 
T he only explanation of 
B urcbell's statem ents to’ Pelk-y and Ben- 
well, inducing them to com e c u t there, 
w hich Blackstock could offer was th at 
Burcheli expected to secure through them 
m oney to enable him to go into business 
and m ake good bis prom ises. 
H e de­ 
nounced th e m anner of conducting the 
identification of th e prisoner as disgraceful. 
T he tim e w ould com e w hen the m vstery 
surrounding the crim e w ould be cleared 
away. 
H e closed w ith a touching refer­ 
ence to the devotion of Mrs. B urcheli. 
Osier closed the case for th e Crown. 
H e 
reviewed the story in detail and analyzed 
B nrchell’s negotiations w ith B enw ell into 
one fact—a plan to entrap young Benw ell 
into Canada on representations th at he 
knew w ould be show n to be fais^ the m o­ 
m ent he arrived in Canada. 
T he m otive 
was to secure £500. H e detailed B urcbell’s 
dealings w ith Peliey, and said th e outcom e 


of all this fraud and deception could be but 
one thing, and th at was at the B lenheim 
sw am p. 
. 
T he Judge in his charge to th e ju ry re­ 
view ed the m any points in the case, and at 
length he pointed out th e difference be­ 
tween direct aud circum stantial evidence, 
show ing th at the latter w hen conclusive 
was far more reliable. 
H e reverted to the 
letters w ritten by the prisoner to B enw ell s 
father. 
W hat W33 the object of these let­ 
ters? 
A ll was deception, and the prisoner 
m ast have kuow n that B enw ell w ould 
never write such letters to his father. 
The condition of th e clothing on th e body 
w hen fennd disproved th e theory of the 
defease th at the m n rd sr was for plunder. 
Every m ark on the clothing was removed, 
and had it not been for the finding of a 
cigar-holder, BenwalTs death w ould alw ays 
have rem ained a m ystery. 
T he jury retired at 9:30 this evening, and 
returned w ith a verdict of guilty of m urder 
in the first degree. 


RUSSIA’S ATTITUDE. 


M assing Thousands oT Troop» on the 
Artuecian Border. 
L ondon. Septem ber 29:b.—A dispatch 
from E rzeroum s vs the situation in A rm e­ 
nia is serious.

has m assed 7,200 troops on th e frontier.

ABSOLUTELY PURE 
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WHAT ARE WE GOING TO DO ABOUT IT? 


One of the most important reports ever 
filed with the authorities of Sacramento 
county was placed on record with the Su­ 
pervisors yesterday. It relates to a sub­ 
ject that should havo the instant attention 
of e v e r resident of the city of Sacramento 
for it more nearly relates to their vital inter­ 
ests than any other local matter. 
We 
refer to the report of Surveyor Boyd as to 
the fall of the drainage canal, and which 
report we print elsewhere thi3 morning. 
At the time the Supervisors, Trustees 
and low land-owners took up the question 
of widening and deepening the drainage 
canal, the K ecord-U x jo n protested against 
any action looking to the expenditure of 
money until it had been officially ascer­ 
tained that the route of the canal has 
sufficient fall to carry off the natural drain­ 
age of this section. 
lío attention was paid to the warning of 
this paper except to flout it as absurb. 
But the authorities went on and built up 
the basis for an agreement between the 
low land-owners, the county and city for 
the building of a costly dredger, the exca­ 
vating of the canal so as to treble its width 
and greatly deepen it. and complete it to 
tide-water at the head of Snodgrass slough. 
Again and 
again 
the R ecord-U n io n 
called attention to the absolute necessity 
of first ascertaining the fall of the land 
before taking any definite steps, and we 
asserted that natural drainage, as contem­ 
plated, could not be had by the canal, and 
that a survey would demonstrate it. 
Finally a survey was ordered, and now 
the result is before the people. It shows 
that the fall between the bottom of the 
canal where it joins the sewer system of 
the city, and the terminus of the canal 
where it should enter Snodgrass Slough is, 
at mean low tide, only five and seven- 
tenths feet, or less than three inches to the 
mile. 
That at high water, when we have 
most need for the drain, the exit of the 
canal, twenty-one miles distant, will be 
more than five feet higher than at its head. 
That is to say, at high water as taken last 
year, the waters in the canal will actually 
flow towards the city and into it, until 
there is established a water level five feet 
plus, above our sewer bottom when there 
would be dead water, no flow at all. 
That is exactly what happened last win­ 
ter, when all the sewers choked, the water 
backed up into the house drains and scores 
of yards were flooded, and beneath houses 
on the old grade the water accumulated, 
driving many people out of their base­ 
ments. 
It is to be accepted without any 
further debate that money invested in the 
drainage canal will be money thrown 
away, and will benefit no one except the 
contractors. W hat then should the city 
do? 
It should do as a score of other cities 
Lave done, andVre doing to-day, and with 
complete success. Lift the drainage of the 
city by powerful pumps fifteen or twenty 
feet and discharge it into the river or into 
a flume, and send it by gravity to tide 
water. If the latter plan is adopted then 
along the route the low land residents 
can lift their land drainage into the 
same pipe or flume, and thus the entire 
down-river district will be kept dry in 
highest water. That the low-land ¡>eople 
will be- rid of water in any other way is 
not at all probable. That the flume will 
cost less than the excavation of the canal 
we believe. But if it costs three times as 
much it will he an infinitely preferable 
system. Iu fact, it is the only feasible sys­ 
tem. All the engineers have told us that 
there is not sufficient natural fall to drain 
the city, and that the only resource is to 
make artificial fall, and there is no use in 
longer scouting their opinions. 
The pump we now have on tha line of 
Y street is a very poor concern. It is not 
nearly equal to the task of lifting the 
drainage. 
Let us at once take step3 to 
place there some such pump as they have 
in the Pearson District, for instance, that 
discharges 100,000 gallons a minute. To 
lift the water fifteen or twenty feet, how­ 
ever, would lessen that capacity and re­ 
quire a pump of a different pattern. 
But 
one of capacity sufficient for the task can 
be secured and at the output of not a great 
deal of money. 
Since we deposit no solid matter in our 
sewers, the liquid is water from domestic 
use and rainfall, we believe that there is 
no insuperable obstacle to our discharge 
of the drainage into the river. Similar 
drainage of very large cities is emptied 
into the Missouri, the Mississippi and the 
Ohio and no objection is made. 
There 
are no towns or cities on the river below 
us, and contamination of the stream would 
not, it is held, result from the diversion of 
our drainage into the river. 
If that is 
done, we can just as well as not put a 
proper pump in place inside of the next 
forty days and have the city free of water 
all the coming 
winter. 
But if this 
cannot be done—though why the Sacra­ 
mento should lie deemed belter than the 
Ohio or Mississippi we cannot understand— 
there will be left to ns the question of con­ 
structing a flume to a point sufficiently far 
south to secure drainage into the nearest 
salt water slough. 
■Would the lowland residents object to 
this? We think not, since it would be to 
their best interests and secure exactly 
what they have leng been contending for, 
the abatement of the pestilential drain­ 
age canal; pestilential simply l>ecause its 
waters cannot be made to flow away from 
the lands. 
Indeed, the lowland residents 
ought to hail with pleasure the proposi­ 
tion to construct an artificial drain, and 
should contribute largely to its cost. We 
believe, as already said, that such cost will 
be verv much less than the cost of the 
proposed widening and deepening of the 
inefficient drainage canal, to say nothing 
of the cost of keeping the latter cleaned out 
fenced in and the several flood gate.- in 
order. 
Drainage the city must have. 
To go on 
as we have been doing is suicidal. The 
establishment of an efficient drainage sys­ 
tem will be of greater benefit to Sacra­ 
mento than any other improvement that 
can now be thought of. 
Since it is an 
absolute necessity, however, the question 
of a choice between improvements Í3 not to 
be thought of if further neglect of drain­ 
age is involved in the choice. 
W e are 
firmly convinced, and have fortification for 
the belief in the repeatedly expressed 
opinion of the local Board of Health, the 
State Board of Health, of every physician 
in our midst and of all the sanitarians who 
know of us, that the present condition of 
the drainage system of Sacramento is such 
that to continue it is next door to criminal 
recklessness. We believe the City Trus­ 
tees have the power to relieve the city at 
once and without great cost; certainly 
within the limit for which they may incur 
liability, to put in a pump pf sufficient 


capacity and discharge the drainage into 
the river. 
If after that is done it is de­ 
termined that the process cannot be con­ 
tinued, it becomes simply a question of se­ 
curing a new point of discharge and ex­ 
tending our flume to it as rapidly as is 
possible. 
True economy, sanitary condi­ 
tions, comforts, appreciation of real estate 
values and all the best interests of the city 
demand that action be ta^en fc this mat­ 
ter, and that right speedily. 


THE 
NEW 
METHOD 
OF 
COUNTING 
VOTES. 


Elsewhere we publish an article ex­ 
plaining the method of counting votes 
cast at elections in this State, as provided 
under the law passed by the last Legis­ 
lature and now in force. 
W hile at first 
glance the system will appear somewhat 
complicated, a little study will make clear 
what is intended to be accomplished by 
the law. 
It is evident that the new method re­ 
quires intelligence of a good order in the 
polling booth. That this is a requirement 
in the interest of honest elections is unde­ 
niable. That there should be business 
and clerical capacity in Election Boards of 
a superior order is at all times desirable, 
for the ascertainment of the will of the 
people as expressed at the polls ought to 
command good brain capacity. 
It is 
proverbial that in the past there has been 
a great deal of blundering in counting and 
certifying the results of elections. This 
has been due to lack of intelligence in 
Election Boards. We have known of in­ 
stances in this county where men of sup­ 
posed fair business capacity serving as 
officers of election precincts, having before 
them return blanks on which were printed 
instructions in the simplest language pos­ 
sible, so clear and explicit in statement 
and direction that a child should not 
misunderstand them, have yet sent up the 
returns full of errors, sometimes unsigned, 
frequently unfilled as to several material 
blanks and not infrequently without the 
totals being computed. 
W ith the more complicated system now 
established by the law it follows that we 
should have election officers of special 
ability. Indeed, it might not be unadvis- 
able to have an official meet all the elec­ 
tion boards just before election day and 
explain in detail the duty incumbent upon 
them. However, if a fairly intelligent 
man will take up Mr. Story’s demonstra­ 
tion, which we print this morning, and 
carefully read and digest it, lie cannot go 
astray if called upon to act upon an Elec­ 
tion Board. The purpose of the new law 
is to greatly lessen the labor of counting 
the ballots, to very materially shot-ten the 
time necessary to make returns, and by 
intermediate announcement of the state of 
the ballot to close the door to possible 
frauds in computing the totals. 
It is no­ 
torious that results 
have 
often been 
changed fraudulently after the count was 
made or during the process of counting. It 
is claimed that the new system in a large 
measure prevents all such crime. 
The features of the new law are, in 
brief, the placing of the ballots of the po­ 
litical parties in separate 
piles, 
the 
scratched and the unscratched ballots be­ 
ing piled up separately and tied in such 
bundles. The ballots in each pile are then 
to be counted aloud and a record made of 
the number. Then all the straight bal­ 
lots are strung securely, tied anew and re­ 
turned to the ballot box. All the by­ 
standers are thus informed of the basis, as 
a starting point, of the strength of each 
ticket. Suppose that the sum of all the 
Republican ballots iu a box is 100. That 
is the basis of the strength of each candi­ 
date on that ticket. It is now to be deter­ 
mined how many times the names of the 
respective candidates have been scratched 
off, and how many times each has been 
substituted on the opposing ticket for that 
of his opponent. 
The result as to each 
candidate can then be determined in a 
very brief time and with unerring accur­ 
acy. 
Let us suppose that B is a candidate of 
a party, that Lis party ticket has 100 
ballots in the box, that B’s name is erased 
20 times, substituted 30 times, and that on 
scattering ballots the name appears 10 
times. We take 20 from 100, leaving 80, 
we add 30, making 110; we add 10 on the 
scattering tickets and we have B’s net vote, 
120. It is provided in the law, as a bar­ 
rier against fraud, that as soon as the total 
ballots are ascertained, the erasures and 
the substitutions and the scattering votes, 
a bulletin of the figures shall lie posted 
in the polling booth, another outside for 
the general public, and another sent to the 
office where the Great Register has been 
made up. This must be done before the 
net results are figured up. 
By this means 
the public and the County Clerk receive 
information that makes changes practically 
impossible, and that prevents the perni­ 
cious habit, to a great extent, of gambling 
in the form of betting and hedging on the 
results as the count progresses. 
Mr. Story, the author of the law, gives 
an instance of the time and labor saving 
under the law as illustrated in application 
of the new law to the municipal election 
in San Francisco in 1888, supposing it to 
have then been in force. The total vote 
was 55,000. On each ballot there were 61 
names, a total of 3,355,000 names to be 
called and tallied. It is estimated that 
one half the ballots were unscratched—in 
all 27,500. The average scratches_pn each 
scratched ballot were ten, or 
275,000 
names. The same number of substituted 
names appeared, so that there would have 
been only 550,000 names to be called and 
tallied under the new law, as against 
3,355,000 under the law in force in 1888— 
a saving of 2,805,000 calls aud tallies had 
the present law been then in operation.

AN IDEA GIVEN OF ITS GREAT AC­ 
COMPLISHMENTS, 


Its Trium phal Tour Through the Eastern 
States—Som ething About the 
W orld’s Fair. 


The following self-explanatory communi­ 
cation, dated July 21st, was received by the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday irorn the 
State Board of Trade: 
Your attention is called to what may be termed 
the --triumphal tour” o f‘‘California on Wheels” 
through the States of Texas, Arkansis, Missouri, 
Kansas, Colorado, Iowa, Minnesota and Wis­ 
consin. Up to its arrival in Chicago on the 3d 
instant, it had been visited by 740,(KW people It 
is diilicult to estimate the benefit accruing from 
this method of illustrating the resources and 
producís ot California. It is certain that trade 
in California productions has been considerably 
enhanced by opening new fields in localities 
not dealing with our producers formerly, aud by 
increasing the demand in places where the 
trade had already 
been 
introduced. 
The 
growth of the green and dried fruit, raisin and 
prune shipments, owes its impetus in a great 
measure to the tours made by our traveling ex­ 
hibit. The trade iu the latter, from reports re­ 
ceived, and from the statements of Eastern 
merchants who have visited us here, is displac­ 
ing the foreign articles 
As an example of the 
work accomplished, the result of the introduc­ 
tion of the Flickinger canned fruit iu the East 
may ue cited. Mr. Flickinger visited cities 
where the exhibit had displayed his fruit, aud 
found a demand based on its excellence and 
the notice attracted thereto, which readily dis­ 
posed of his entire stock for this season. His 
experience is the experience of many others. 
His example might be followed by those repre­ 
ss ntiug the various industries with certain pros­ 
pects of like success, 
Tbe effects of an exhibit like ‘‘California on 
Wheels” are not immediately visible. It is an 
object lesson that makes an Impression on tbe 
visitor and places in his possession facts which 
lead to a comparison with his surroundings 
and enable him to discuss with his neighbor 
the benefits aud advantages of a country whose 
fertility aud climate produce such au endless 
variety of the comforts of life. 
As a"means for the distribution of literature 
descriptive of the State it surpasses anything 
ever attempted, owing to its cheapness and the 
facilities enjoyed to reach the people of a large 
section of the United States. 
This is au op­ 
portunity which local Boards 
should 
not 
neglect. As au advertiser for our State it Can­ 
not be exceiled. Wherever it appears the news­ 
papers as a matter of news describe theconteats 
aud display. 
Ih u s we obtain colurau after 
column of notices that no private firm or com­ 
pany could procure. The character of this in­ 
stitution, representing the whole State, having 
no special iuteresttosubserve.no articles to sell, 
no lauds to Upom, enables it to receive from the 
press the encomiums which the merit ot Califor­ 
nia productions command 
The fruit and other displays on “California 
on Wheels” are in need of renewal. It is hoped 
that as it is to exhibit in the States cf Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Maryland, New 
Jersey, New York, Massachusetts, Michigan, the 
two Dakotas, Montana, Washington and Oregon 
the necessity ot attending to the renewals will 
not be forgotten. 
During this trip it will ex­ 
hibit at Washington, D. C., also at the St. Louis 
Exposition, and perhaps at several State Fairs. 
Affiliated Boards should make it a point to fur­ 
nish us with materials needed to keep up the 
degree of excellence hitherto established. Los 
Angeles is the only county that has regularly 
furnished samples for the cars, and also fresh 
fruits in their season. 
This can and should be 
doue by every county connected with this or­ 
ganization. The example of Los Angeles should 
be followed, not aloue for the additional inter­ 
est which will be given thereby, but for the 
benefit of each locality. 
We also urge that the exhibit at our rooms 
needs not only new fruit, but the addition of 
many articles within the province of every local 
Board to furnish. A mineral display is also re­ 
quired. As interesting and valuable as the ex­ 
hibit now is, there is no question that with a 
little effort on the part of each Board it could be 
greatly improved. 
Your attention is also called to the action ot 
this Board on the World’s Columbian exhibit, 
to be held in Chicago in 1S92 
At its May meet­ 
ing the following declarations were adopted: 
•‘We look upon the World’s Fair as au oppor­ 
tunity which may not occur again within a cen­ 
tury of time for bringing to the attention of the 
world the resources of Calitornia. This organ- 
iz ition deems the present an opportune time to 
begin those processes of education which will 
eventuate in a proper exhibition of the industri­ 
al resources and scenic grandeur of this State. 
“The State Board of Trade will heartily co­ 
operate with, and it invites all commercial and 
industrial organizations to join together aud se­ 
cure an adequate representation of California, 
which shall fully Illustrate the industrial, com­ 
mercial, educational and social status and pro­ 
gress, and the vast and varied capabilities of its 
climate, its soils and its mines. 
We believe the exhibition should be so 
E 
lanned as to secure to California producers a 
otter position in the markets of the world for 
the yield of our fields and orchards, and direct 
attention to the vast undeveloped mineral re­ 
sources of the State, its object should be to edu­ 
cate the world as to the desirability of Califor­ 
nia as a place of residence, to secure a rein­ 
forcement ol population and capital in all the 
branches of her commercial, mineral and in­ 
dustrial activities, and mainly to attract the 
notice of consumers to our products with a view 
of extending our markets.” 
This Board advises action on the part of affili­ 
ated organizations to encourage that spirit so 
necessary to the accomplishment of the objects 
desired, and requests them to assist in procur­ 
ing a general attendance at the World’s Fair 
Convention, to assemble in this city on the 11th 
day of next September. 
as iu-ticative of the interest felt by this insti­ 
tution iu that question, the subject of ' World's 
Fair, and how California can reap benefit there­ 
from, has been made a special order for our 
meeting on the 15th day of next mouth. 
We trust the matters herein referred to will 
receive attention.

When the demands of the regular and 
special policemen for their salaries were 
read by the Mayor at yesterday’s session of 
the City Trustees, Mr. McLaughlin said he 
was going to vote against paying any of 
those men who had beat3 in town and 
failed to pay attention to the gambling that 
was going on during the fair. The de­ 
mands of Matt. Karcher. M. D. Eldred and 
A. Acner were allowed, as they did duty at 
the Park or the Pavilion. 
When the claims of Chief of Police Drew 
and the rest of the officers were read, Mr. 
McLaughlin said he would vote against 
paying any of them. He would first inter­ 
pose an objection against auditing Chief 
Drew's demand, as that official had not 
done his duty. 
The Mayer then sent for the Chief, that 
he might explain matters. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he considered 
it his duty to object to ail ol the police sal­ 
ary demands. The roughest kind of gam­ 
bling was carried on during the fair, and 
very few of the gamblers were hindered by 
the officers. 
The Mayor said he would vote to pay ail 
the salaries. 
He believed that as the men 
were appointed, they should receive their 
pay. 
Trustee Wolf said he thought a3 Trustee 
McLaughlin did, and believed that gam­ 
bling was carried on more brazenly this 
year than for twenty years past. 
* “I'm going to vote against the salaries of 
all of the officers, and oi the Police Com­ 
missioners, too/' said Mr. McLaughlin. 
“You’re a little late, I think,’’remarked 
Mr. Wolf. “The Mayor has had his salary 
allowed already.” 
After more discussion the matter wa3 
laid over uutil the afternoon session. 
Later in the day the question came up 
again, aud Mr. McLaughlin asked the 
Mayor what steps were taken by the police 
department to prohibit gambling during 
the State Fair. 
The Mayor said he had called a meeting 
of the Police Commissioners, at which he 
offered a resolution to have all gambling 
stopped, aud that it was adopted. Chief 
Drew informed tbe Commission that he 
knew ot no illegal gaminggoing on. He (the 
Mayor) did not see that there was anything 
left for the Police Commissioners to do in 
the matter. 
Mr. McLaughlin said that if it coaid be 
shown that the resolution had been carried 
out, he would vote to pay the policemen's 
salaries ; otherwise he would not. He ob­ 
jected to paying the salaries of the Mayor 
and Police Judge. 
Mr. Wolf said he would stand in with 
Mr. McLaughlin cn that proposition. 
Mayor Comstock then instructed Clerk 
McKee to withhold his (the Mayor's) de­ 
mand and also that of the Chief. * 
The salary of Night Jailer Higgins was 
allowed, as it wa3 not shown that there was 
any gambling inside the jail. 
Without taking any further action the 
Board adjourned, leaving the others un­ 
paid.

however, based on what the work would 
cost in fair weather, when plenty of time 
could be taken for it. Tbe City Engineer’s 
estimate ot the cost|was $800. 
Mr. Luhrs said a few citizens had prom­ 
ised to make good the money advanced to 
meet the expenses, as the city had none. 
Tbe city should pay it, as had been agreed, 
but if it refused to do so, the citizens re­ 
ferred to would pay it out of their own 
pockets; but there might come an emer­ 
gency when the Trustees would have to ask 
such assistance. 
Judge Beatty said the Board was not 
legally bound to repay this money, but it 
was its moral duty to do so. Its refusal 
would be a disgrace to the city. While the 
Board could not borrow money, it could 
appropriate money to pay for work done. 
Mr. Woif said that, while he thought a 
mistake had been made in doing the work 
as it was done, he wouid vote to repay the 
men who advanced the money in good 
faith. 
The vouchers in the Mayor's possession 
showed that $1.725 50 had been paid out 
for the work and there was also a bill from 
the Huntington-Hopkins Company for $222 
for shovels. 
Mr. McLanehlin moved that the Bonded 
Fund Commission pay over tne money re­ 
quired to meet the expense. 
* Mayor Comstock signed the Huntineton- 
Hopkins Company's bill as correct and it was 
about to be ordered paid, when it was sug­ 
gested by Mr. McLaughlin that it should be 
certified to by ex-Mavor Gregory. 
The demand was sent to Mr. Gregory and 
returned duly certified to by him as correct 
and then ordered paid. 
The Mayor moved that the Board order 
the paymeut oí D. O. Mills' claim, less $59 
for which vouchers could not be found, 
and $19 50 paid in by ex-Mayor Gregory. 
It was so ordered by the votes of tbe 
Mayor and Mr. Wolf, Mr. McLaughlin 
holding that only $500 should be allowed. 
It was decided, on motion of Mr. Wolf, 
that the money be paid out of the general 
fund.

The first lot were due in 
1S72 and the last in 1 SSI, and there was 
some question as to whether or not those 
of 1872-3-1 were not outlawed. 
They 
could have been paid if they were pre­ 
sented when due, as there was $1,700 left 
iu the Treasury for coupons that had not 
been presented. Mr. Gerber thought it 
would not be wise at this time to assume 
that the coupons were outlawed. Judge 
Holl, his attorney, agreed with him on this 
point, but he did not want to assume the 
responsibility of paying them without first 
laying the matter before the Board of Trus­ 
tees. In view of the fact that the city was 
about to issue new bor.ds for street parpost s 
he thought it would be poor policy to en­ 
deavor to repudiate old claims because 
they were not presen'ed on time.

At the afternoon session the Mayor said 
he had consulted with Mr. Catiin on the 
subject, and that he advised the payment 
of the coupons. 
There being no objection offered, the 
Board ordered the coupons paid.

1. To a point 300 ieet south of the sewer outlet 
there is a rise in the bed of the canal of 2.3 feet. 
2. To the bed of the eannl where it crosses the 
Riverside road, there is a fall of 1.3 levt, or a fall 
from th e bed of th e caaal 300 feet south of the 
sewer outlet to the crossing at the Riverside 
road of 3.6 feet. 
3. To the surface of the w ater in M unger's 
Lake, a rise of 0.6 feet.

5. To the bed of the canal where it crosses the 
Freeport road, a fall of 3.3 feet. 
6. To the bed of the canal east of Freeport, a 
fall of 2 9 feet. 
7. To the bed of the canal w here it crosses the 
Georgetown and R ichland road, a fall of S.3 
locL 
S. To the bed ol the canal north of the flood­ 
gate in the Anderson levee, a fall of k 3 feet. 
9. To m ean low tide at the Pierson D is.rict 
pum p-house, a fall of 5.7 ieet. 
10. To high-w ater m ark of 1889-99 at the 
Pierson D istrict pum p house, a rise of 5.5 feet. 
Owing to the fact th a t no record is kept of 
tides for the entire year, at or near the outlet of 
the canal, the tall from the bottom of the sewer 
to m ean low tide m ay be subject to change. 
The fall, as noted above, of 5 7 feet, being for 
m ean low tide of September, 1890. 
Respectfully subm itted, 
J. C. Boyj, C. K., County Surveyor. 
“ Well,” said Supervisor Bales, breaking 
the silence that followed the reading of the 
report, “ what are we going to do about ii? ’ 
“Humph! I guess I’m pretty well satis­ 
fied as to what to do,” said Mr. Teb'oets. 
“ We’ve heard the law and now we know 
the fall between here and the siougk.” 
Mr. Greer thought there had been a mis­ 
understanding on the part of the friends 
and enemies of the scheme, as to what time 
the Board intended taking the matter up— 
none of them being present. He therefore 
moved to Jay the matter over until the 
afternoon, which motion was carried. 
In the afternoon nobody put in an ap­ 
pearance to eav anything either for or 
against the project, and the Supervisors 
were in a quandary as to what to do. 
Mr. Tebbets seemed to be in favor of 
dropping the whole business for good. He 
referred again to 
Mr. Johnson’s latest 
opinion on the subject and said he supposed 
it settled the case. 
Then the canal scheme made another 
desperate effort to live. 
District Attorney Bruner, who wa3 in 
the room, jumped up at Mr. Tebbe'.s' re­ 
marks and said if the Board acted exclu­ 
sively upon this opinion of Mr. Johnson's 
it need not in the future look to the Dis­ 
trict Attorney's office for legal advice. He 
had examined the law as well as Mr. 
Johnson, and differed with the latter a3 to 
the powers of the Supervisors. Mr. Bruner 
said he was satisfied that the Board could, 
after the general road lund was exhausted, 
replenish it from the general fund. 
M r. Tebbets suid he had been given to 
understand that Mr. Bruner and Mr. John­ 
son we.’e in harmony as to the legal propo­ 
sitions involved. 
Mr. Bruner replied emphatically that this 
w as not the case. 
But the majority of the members of the 
Board were evidently ot the opinion that 
the canal scheme was too sick tor recovery, 
and they took little encouragement from

HELD TO ANSWER. 


«‘Y ork ey” M onahan, th e N otoriou s H a ck ­ 
m an , Blurt btand T rial. 
T h e e x a m in a tio n of “ Y o rk e y ” M o n ah an 
on a charge of attempting to com m it a 


criminal assault upon ose Mrs. Rains, and 
also grand larceny, was held in the Police 
Court yesterday. The prosecuting witness 
testified that upon arriving in this city 
from Turlock she engaged Monahan to 
drive her in'his hack to a respectable hotel. 
He took her to the Grand Hotel lodeing- 
ing-house, on Front street, and then left his 
horses and went np stairs after her. Once 
inside the room she had engaged, he en­ 
deavored to make a criminal assault upon 
her. She fought him, and in the scuffle 
her clothes were badly torn and her limbs, 
arms and neck more or less bruised. Her 
crie3 for help at ia9t caused the defendant 
to leave her, before doing which he took 
$60 in money from her. 
The witness admitted that she had been 
drinking, but declared she was not drunk 
at the time. 
Several other witnesses testified for the 
prosecution, the testimony of officer May 
being the most important. He swore that 
Monahan admitted having been criminally 
intimate with the woman. 
At the conclusion of the testimony for 
the prosecution a motion was made b7 tlie 
defense to dismiss the case, but Judge 
Buckley denied it. 
Several witness.s beside Monahan, the 
defendant, were called to the stand. The 
defendant denied the accusations, and said 
that the plaintiff was so drunk at the 
time that she could not have remembered 
what happened. 
Judge Buckley reviewed the case and

CITY ENGINEER PIERSON'S REPORT ON 
ITS CONDITION. 


A Soft Spot at th e F oot o f T S treet—H ow 


th e C haunel W as D eep en ed 


L ast W in ter. 


When the high water in the river began 
to recede a few months ago it was discov­ 
ered by City Engineer Pierson that there 
was a spot in the levee at the foot of T 
street where the embankment rested par­ 
tially upon a bed of quicksand, and consid­ 
erable erosion had been caused by the cur­ 
rent last winter. The matter was brought 
to the attention of the City Trustees at the 
time, but action thereon wa3 deferred until 
a more thorough examination of the spot 
could be made. 
This was done by Engineer Pierson a lew 
days ago, and yesterday he submitted his 
report to the Trustees, explaining the na­ 
ture and extent of the injury done to the 
embankment and recommending that cer­ 
tain work be done to restore it and prevent 
further damage. Not the least important 
statement contained in the report is that in 
reference to the deepening of the river 
channel at that point. Mr. Pierson’s in­ 
spection revealed the fact that the deposite 
in the bed of the river opposite the lower 
end of the city were scoured out í>y last 
winter’s freshet to such an extent that, 
where last summer there was ten feet of 
water, there is now thirty feet. The report 
is as follows: 
Sacramento, Septem ber 29,1899. 
To the Honorable Board of City Trustees—Ghü- 
tlem en : H aving m ade a prelim inary survey 
and exam ination of the levee at the foot of V 
street, I herew ith present this report upon its 
condition. It was discovered soon alter the 
high w ater had receded that considerable dam ­ 
age had been done to the levee at this point 
and steps were taken to determ ine the extent 
and cause in order to apply the proper rem edy. 
By repeated and careful soundings ii is found 
th a t the channel of the river at the point 
nam ed, and for a long distance below, has been 
deepened, until there is now at th e low stage of 
w ater a depth of thirty feet of w ater. One year 
ago there was less th an ten feet, showing a 
scouri’ g of the channel of tw enty feet in depth. 
All indications go to show th at this was caused 
by the Paine break, as this point of the river 
was in direct line w ith th e break, being in the 
draw caused by it. 
This part ol the levee has heretofore been 
considered the weakest point in onr system, and 
has repeatediy given trouble and has been ex ­ 
pensive to m aintain. I have been inform ed 
th at about ten veais ago extensive repairs were 
m ade here. A num ber of pile and brash jetties 
were built out from the foot of the levee and a 
pile training wall extending down stream some 
distance was constructed. This work has been 
alm ost entirely dem olished and carried away, 
only one or two piles and a sm all portion of the 
upper jetty rem aining to show w here the work 
was done. 
It is im m ediately at the upper jetty th at the 
deep cutting of the channel begins. This has 
underm ined the foundation of the levee and 
caused the breaking off and sliding out of the 
slope and outer lace of it, until some 6.519 cubic 
yards of earth forming the slope has beeu car­ 
ried away in addition to the pi’es and jetties, a 
distance of 240 feet. 
The cutting at its greatest 
w idth has extended back nearly to the crown 
of the levee, and presents a vertical face about 
fourteen feet in hight from the w ater's edge, and 
iro n here extending on a slope of 45c angle to a 
depth of thirty feet at a point thirty feet out 
from the w ater’s edge. 
The levee, resting as it does on a foundation 
of quicksand along this part o f the river front, 
is especially liable to accidents ol this kind, and 
can best be protected by adding w eight to the 
foundation in the form of m aterial th at cannot 
be washed out by any force of current likely to 
be experienced- The futility of driving piles or 
construe in g t m b eran d btu-h jetties has here 
been dem onstrated, and such work should not 
now be considered. An outer wall o' granite 
rock on the line oí the former foot of the levee 
of sufficient size and weight to be stable and act 
as a retaining wall for the earth filled in behind 
it, will add the necessary w eight and form a 
bank no current wiil wash out. This w all, to be 
effectual, must he carried up to 'o -v-wat >r m ark 
and the levee restored w ith earth to its form er 
condition, and then faced w ith granite rock, 
rip-rap to above high-w ater m ark. To do this 
will require about 
cubic yards c f earth and 
2. J 0 tous of clean broken granite, free lrom de­ 
composed rock. 
This I would recom m end, and also that the 
work be commenced as soon as possible, in or 
der to be prepared for the next high water.

The conference report on the deficiency bill 
w as presented. As the bill passed the House it 
appropriated t5.239.5H5. 
The Seuate had in ­ 
creased the am ount by 52,544,9-5. This has been 
reduced in the conference so th at the aggregate 
appropriations now am ount to £6,6C6:2oS. The 
item which occupied the conferrees a longtim e 
was £40,000 for explorations acd investigations 
in regard to artesian wells and irrigation. The 
am endm ent h ad been at last agreed to by the 
H ouse conlerrees w ith a provision th at the ap­ 
propriation should com plete the work and that 
it be com pleted by the 1st of July, 1S91. The re­ 
port was agreed to. 
The conference report on the tariff bill was 
presented and read at length. 
Aldrich said th a t the conference report and 
the bill, as modified by it, were printed, and he 
did not deem any further explanation of its 
provisions was necessary. 
He hoped the Senate 
w ould be able to reach a vote on the report at 
an early hour this afternoon. 
He had no 
knowledge ol the intention of the Senators on 
the other side of the cham ber in regard to the 
debate, but was aw are OÍ the anxiety of Sena­ 
tors on both sides to arrive at an early conclus­ 
ion of the business of the session, and w ith th at 
object in view, he should ask for a vote as soon 
as it could possibly be had. 
Morgan said th at the tariff bill was m anipu­ 
lated by the Republican conferrees of both 
Houses, and had m any new features which 
neith er the House nor the Senate had voted 
upon: but it w&s impossible to go into a discus­ 
sion of the changes. They were all of real im­ 
portance to the people, but parliam entary law, 
applicable to the present stage of the bill, de­ 
nied Senators the privilege o: a separate vote on 
any one of the num erous chauges. All that 
could be done was to discuss in a general way 
th e principles on which the m easure was 
rounded. The only great leading principle of 
th e hill was the higher taxation of the people 
and greater profits to those engaged in m anu­ 
factures. 
In the early part of bis speech Morgan com­ 
m ented upon some rem arks m ade by Hiscoek 
during the tariff debate reiiecting upon the 
South and Southern Senators. He said It was 
not the State of New York that sent that Senator 
to the Senate, but gerrym andering. 
He (His- 
cocki was the child of a gerrym ander. 
"The 
language of his diatribe,” Morgan sai-1 "was in 
good New York style. The sonl of the Sena­ 
tor bad sat before

After an allusion to the English corn 
law s, he spoke of Blame as a new Cobden, and 
th e President as a resurrected John Bright, 
Both dem and thattlie Hagcf truce be constantly 
borne by a guard of honor at the head of a 
m arching colum n of the Home m arket League, 
an d that the white flag had l>een borne into the 
Senate, w ith a message from the President. On 
th e 19th of June, 1890, an am endm ent which 
h ad been offered in the Senate by Haie to carry 
out the reciprocity ideas of the President and 
Blaine, beiug voted for by every Democratic 
Senator, was voted against by every Republican 
Including the Senator who offered it. That 
am endm ent had been, in every substantial 
sense, an am endm ent of Blaine, but the am end­ 
m ent subsequently reponed from the Eiuance 
Com m ittee had been intended to supply and over­ 
lie it 
The latter was a vaccination giveu to the 
body of the bid in order to forestall the fatal 
virus of free trade wbich Blaine 
intended. 
I t was a m ockery of reciprocity th at made 
actu al reciprocity impossib e. and yet Blaine 
reproached 
the

Senators w ita 
groundless, insulting accusations, because they 
voted against an am endm ent of the Finance 
Com m ittee, which has been succc smRy antag­ 
onized to his own am endm ent 
The Finance 
Com m ittee excused itself for its reciprocity 
am endm ent on the ground that ft was a very 
sm all baby th at it couid not live long: th at it 
w as a little doll with which free-traders within 
the Republican party m ight amuse themselves. 
It was a Punch and Judy show a; a horse fair, 
intended to am use the crowd while the jokers 
•were growing rich selling tbelf old stock of 
spavined anim als. It was m arvelous and very 
sad th at any American statesm an should so un­ 
dervalue the common sense of the Americans 
as to pretend to them th at he was the advocat­ 
ing the principle of protectionist while he 
openly was advocating free trade w ith every 
nation th at would adm it American products 
free of duty. The Finance Committee could 
never have supposed anybody, except the un in ­ 
form ed masses would be, for one instant m is­ 
taken iu the stam pof fraud which that reci­ 
procity section put on the tariff bib. 
Morgan, having referred to Sherm an's recent 
letters to Rastns Wiman, Sherman said the 
statem ent therein were consistent with the 
position he always held—that it wss by m utual 
legislation, not by treaties, th at reciprocity 
m easures could be carried out. 
At the close ol Morgan's speech, Aldrich 
called for a vote on the conference report. This 
w as opposed by Cockrell, who said th at Car­ 
lisle desired to speak, tu t was som ewhat indis­ 
posed to-day. 
A ldrich asked unanim ous consent to vote at 
4 o’clock to-morrow, but Cockrell objected. 
Sherm an addressed the Senate in a general 
defense ot the pitociple of protection. Some of 
th e provisions o f thebiil are too high, and some 
too low, but he adm itted the possibility of fram ­ 
ing a m easure to suit every Interest. 
He be­ 
lieved the new law to be a beacon oi prosperity 
to the whole country.
